It 
has been the practice in Many cases 
for laborers to enter into contract with 
employers and accept payment of rail- 
road fare or other value, and then re- 
fuse to work if they did not lise the 
place. It was found. almost impossible 
to keep irresponsible negroes, for in- 
siares, to their word, and many hun- 
dreds :of dollars were lost in thas 
way. This will have the effect of de- 
terring them, and after this, it will 
be very unsafe for a man to agree to 
work and accept payment on it, and 
then refuse to do s0. The fact that 
he made a contract will be pulled upon 
him as evidence that he intended to 
commit a fraud. 

The Birmingham Court.

out a proper accounting. 

Remittances to London and Paris. 
Special attention is called to remit- 
tnaces of $10,000 to Mr. McCall in Lon- 

don, and $134,500 to Hamilton in Paris 


in 1900. The purposes of these remit- 
tances, the committee says, it has been 
tunable to ascertain and recommends 
that proceedings be instituted against 
Hamilton and McCall for an accounting 
or repayment. The committee says an 
annual average sum of $61,000 was paid 
to Hamilton from 1896 to 1905. 

The committee adds that application 
has been made to Mr. McCall for infor- 
mation regarding the transactions, but 
that it is informed by Mr. McCall's fam- 
ily that his physical and nervous condi- 
tion is such that the subject cannot be 
taken up at present. As to Mr. 
ilton’s health, which has been represent- 
ed as being bad, the committee says it 
has been informed that he was physical- 
ly able to travel and has exerted every 
effort to induce him to return and make 
a full disclosure of his payments, dis- 
bursement and transactions, but without 
success. 

Must Account or Pay. 

The committee also holds both 
and Hamilton responsible for 
advanced to Hamilton to pay the state 
lax, and which, the committee declares, 
was used by Hamilton for his own pur- 
poses.

Growers of Two States Will 
— Shorten Acreage 


Georgia and Florida Raisers of Long 
Staple Cotton Met Yesterday at 
Valdosta an® Aetaed To Cut 
the Crop Twenty-five 
Per Cent. 


Valdosta, Ga., February 8.—(Special.j— 
An important meeting of the Georgia 
and Florida Sea Island Cotton Growers’ 
Association was held here today. Eight 
Florida and ten Georgia counties were 
represented by delegates, and a number 
of others by proxies. President Harvie 
Jordan who was down on the pro- 
gramme for an address, was called to 
Washington city and was unable to be 
present, 

The association resolved to reduce the 
sea island acreage this year 25 per cent, 
the vote being overwhelmingly in favor 
of this reduction. The reduction, how- 
ever, is not to apply to those who plant 
less than 8 acres. The discussion brought 
out the fact that something like 16,000 
bales of sea island colton will be carricd 
over into the next season from the pres- 
ent one, and the entire representation 
was enthusiastic for a reduction suffi- 
ciently large for the spinners to feel it. 
Many members were in favor 6f making 
the reduction 25 per cent for Ftorida 
and 60 per cent for Georgia, but gave 
way to the straight one-fourth reduction 
for both states. 

A motion was adopted recommending 
that all those who have not yet sold 
their cotton hold it for the prices named 
by the convention at a recent meeting, 
namely, 24 cents, 22 cents, 2! cents, 
20 cents and /8 cents, accoruing to 
grade. The importance of improving the 
Staple was discussed by the members of 
the association at the afternoon ses- 
sion.

From tne confessions of the former editor and proprietor who manipu- 
lated the deal the public learned that Mr. Spencer was approached by the 
editor-proprietor with a proposition which involved the sum of FORTY 
THOUSAND DOLLARS, to be furnished through the instrumentality of the 
president of the Scuthern Railway Company, in return for which the editor- 
proprietor was to lodge with Mr. Spencer’s principal, THE CONTROLLING 
INTEREST IN THE ATLANTA JOURNAL COMPANY, as represented by 


The presidepié of the Southern Railway Company, according to the con- 
fessions of the editor-proprietor, obligingly passed him on to the presiding 
genius of iailroad trusts, Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan, who promptly produced 
the price and pocketed the proffered stock. 

At this stage of the proceedings the confessions of the editor-proprietor 
are brougbt to an abrupt termination and the awakened interest of an in- 
telligent public is left to grope unaided for such desultory rays of light 
as may be shed from without, or as may perchance escape from within. 

For insiance, the confession has been strangely silent as to the details 
of the financial transaction which involved the use of forty thousand dollars 
of Southern Railway money by the editor-proprietor of The Journal, and, 
indeed, but little tight has been afforded as to the exact number of shares 
of Journal stock which bound the bargain and sealed the compact.

Remarkable Number of Suicides and Murders Leads 


Relation of Crime 


and Weather. 


A continuation of the unsettled weather 
is again promised for Atlanta by the 1lo- 
cal forecast. 

The raw east wind—the cold, wet weatn- 
er which chills and penetrates the warm- 
est of winter clothing—and the great 
number of recent suicides and murders 
in this section, brought up some interest- 
ing weather facts in its influence on 
criminology. Local Forecaster Marbury 
was asked about this and stated that he 
had not given the subject the careful at- 
tention which many had done. “I know of 
one man in the weather bureau,’’ began 
Mr. Marbury, “who followed out the 
periods of crime and the weather condi- 
tions -existing during those periods and 
made some very interesting deductions. 
“It is almost Impossible to secure any 
actual figures tm the comparison of 
weather and criminology, but it is get- 
erally accepted as a fact, I believe, that 
there are periods of crime which are 
very marked and when there seems to 06 
nothing less than an epidemic of murder, 
assaults, etc, The weather offictal of 
whom I spoke decided to look up some 
of these perlods of crime and then to 
follow up the weather conditions which 
prevailed in the cities and sections where 


this period was noted or taken account of. 


The results of his investigation were 
certainly interesting and he claimed that 
the statistics, so far as they could be 
compared, proved that crime was par- 
ticularly heavy, Trampant, I might say, 


Guring weather contiitions whioh are op- 


pressive to the individual, 
Periods of Crime Defined. 

“He claimed that the statistics kept In 
both the ‘weather and criminological] 
branches of the government of Germany 
gave the best opportunities for study. 
Here the well-defined periods of crime 
were found to exist during weather con- 
ditions which were oppressive and cal- 
culated to produce that ‘don’t care’ feel. 
ing and bad tempers, It was at first ex- 
pected that the records would show that 
the greatest periods of crime resulted 
with the coldest winters. This was not 
the case, On the contrary both with win- 
ter and other seasons, it was the un- 
seasonable weather that produced, or at 
least existed during the periods © of 
heaviest crime, Understand I am only 
telling you what he told me and know 
nothing of the matter from personal re- 
search. It was the cold, wet weather 
with raw winds, such as we have been 
having, which this official stated gen- 
erally prevailed during the heaviest 
periods of crime and moré particularly 
when the number of suicides was un- 
usually large.

It’s a good thing that 
these Taw easterly winds don’t come very 
often or Atlanta might lose her reputa- 
tion. What is bad weather for? I’m sure 
I don't know. Like Dave Harum’s fiea- 
bitten dog, perhaps, @ certain amount of 
fleas are good for a dog in keeping him 
from brooding over “Tie fact that he is 
a dog. Still that is rather too Pessimistio 
a doctrine to lay on to the weather ana 
it may be that this present brand is to 
make Atlantans appreciate their usual 
advantages. 

“But any @octor wil tell you that nis 
patients, particularly fhose suffering from 
mental and nervous troubles, rise and fal} 
with the weather right along. It's so 
true of us all that we don't have to ask 
the doctors much about it. But thie may 
explain why those who are suffering 
from melancholia and kindred diseases 
fee] far worse and more discouraged on 
cold, wet, raw days and failing to get 
the encouragement from those who are 
usually cheerful, but who also fall into 
temptation with such weather as this, 
get desperate and fail to look for the 
silver lining and do things they woulda 
not think of doing under normal and 
pleasant conditions, This fs all purely a 
matter of deduction, but it seems reason- 
and may be true. 

“At least this much fs true, since this 
present spell of badd weather started ang 
during the bad spell of a few weeks ago 
the newspapers seemed filled with ar- 
counts of suicides and the most fearfu] 
murders and crimes of all kinds. Many 
have mentioned this to me and laughing- 
ly stated that it must be the weather. 
But when you come fto examine closely 
into the matter the sequence of crime 
and cold, raw, unseasonable weather may 
not be a matter for laughter at all, but 
one for serious consideration.’’

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Now Up to the Senate. 
The national house of representa- 
tives has passed the Hepburn bill giv- 
ing the interstate commerce commis- 
sion actual instead of hypothetical 
power in adjusting inequalities rising 
out of the administration of the great 
railway systems of this country. The 
present bill receives a vote even more 
overwhelming than that given the 
Esch-Townsend bill passed last year. 

The fate of the measure now rests 
with the senate. That body will not 
this year possess the pretext offered 
for its failure to approve the previous 
action of the house. The bill does 
not come to its committee room at 
the eleventh hour of the session. 
Thereis ample time for its investiga 
tion and for an abundance of the 
deliberation and oratory dear to sen- 
atorial traditions. In addition, its 
committee on interstate and foreign 
commerce has had full opportunity to 
get in touch with the existing status, 
lay its finger on the needed remedi-s 
and ascertain the sweeping trend of 
public opinion. . 

It is gratifying to observe that not 
a single democratic vote was cast 
against the bill in the house ballot- 
ing. It was the original contention 
of the democratic party that the in- 
terstate commerce commission should 
be clothed with the power of enforce. 
ing its findings, and not left in the 
present ludicrous attitude of declar- 
ing a tariff unjust and oppressive and 
then coming to a full stop. Despite 
the attacks of its enemies, the party 
has shown repeatedly its faculty of 
subordinating partisanship to patriot 
ism; a virtue shown to be conspicu- 
ous by its absence with the republi 
can majorities in the house and sen. 
ate. 

It is to be hoped, in the interests of 
the American people, that the bill 
passed bv the house yesterday will 
experience similar treatment in the 
senate. It has the support of the na 
tion, regardless of party lines.

Congress and Confederate Graves. 

The Confederate Southern Memo- 
rial Association has sent a circular 
letter to the southern representatives 
in congress urging their earnest sup- 
port of the Foraker bill “to provide 
for the appropriate marking of the 
graves of the soldiers and sailors of 
the confederate army and navy who 
died in northern prisons and were 
buried near the prisons where they 
died, and for other purposes.” 

This bill has been reported to the 
senate without amendment and is en 
tirely satisfactory to the Confederate 
Southern Memorial Association and 
to patriotic southern sentiment as 
passed. It should become a law. 

However, a similar bill, known as

tion between the two measures and 
why the one is acceptable and the 
other objectionable, we reproduce be- 
low the portion of the circular letter 
referred to, which clearly explains the 
point of contention: 


The Foraker bill refers only to the 
30.152 confederates lying in about 110 
different places in northern states, which 
are neglected, without. proper fencing, 
headboards fast decaying and in need of 
prompt attention if we wish to preserve 
and mark the resting places of our gal- 
lant soldiers. The women of the south 
cannot reach these graves to bestow upon 
them the loving care that is given to 
those in the south: therefore, we unite 
with General ‘Stephen D. Lee, commander 
in chief of the United Confederate Veter- 
ans, and all confederate organizations, in 
asking congress to appropriate an amount 
which will guarantee the preservation and 
proper care of these graves, and that the 
secretary of war appoint a competent 
person as commissioner to execute this 
important work. 

The Foraker bill, S. 1,234, which was 
read twice and referred to the commit- 
tee on military affairs, and on December 
20, 1905, was reported without amend- 
ment, meets with our hearty approval, 
and should become a law. 

The Prince bill, H. No. 8965, as 
amended and reported back to the house, 
is objectionable, and should not be per- 
mitted to pass for the following reasons: 
Under this amended bill the work wwuld 
pass into the hands of a United States 
officer, or officers, instead of having the 


advice of the secretary of war and the 
supervision of a commissioner, who 
should be a confederate veteran soldier, 
who would enter into the spirit of the 
work and see that it was done to the sat- 
isfaction of the southern people: and, 
furthermore, if left to the discretion of 
the secretary of war, according to the 
amendment, he would find only the 9,300 
graves in national cemeteries, ang would 
report that the 20,832 graves in eighty or 
more other places on leased lands had 
been obliterated, except those on John- 
son's island, Madison, Wis., etc. 

It is a most significant and noble 
fact that immediately after the close 
of the war in 1866, the women of the 
confederacy, who for four long years 
had worked and prayed and kept 
vigil, besides contributing to tne com- 
fort of the soldiers in camp and

Mc- 
Afee, 2 yOung man who had been on a 
epree. Wednesday night, O. C. McAfee 
went to Offfcer Harris and asked him 
to arrest DB. S. McAfee. Harris was not 
on duty, and referred the matter to Offi- 
eers Fleming and Loyd, at the corner of 
Decatur and Collins’ street. 

Officer Fleming test{fied tn the police 
court that MoAfee would not get into 
the patrol, and that he tapped him a 
little on his hands. 


“The prisoner then struck me twice 
with his fist.” stated Officer Flegiing, 
“and I hit him with my billie twice. I 
had to throw him down anda handcuff 
him.’’ 

The evidence of Officer Fleming was 


corroborated by four or five other police. 
men. 


Brother Rishes on Scene.

The railroad commission, represented 
by Attorney General Hart, made a strong 
fight in the United States court against 
a permanent injunction, since this litiga- 
tion involves some of the most impar 
tant rights that are given the commis- 
sion under the state law.

This contract calls for 5,840 lineal feet 
of snelving, the stacks to be made of 
Bar-bar material and Grecian in de- 
sign. This material is composed of steel 
and iron, and there will be a large 
amount of glass about the work. The 
contract also includes the strengthening 
of the library floor in order to hold these 
heavy stacks and the many books that 
will ‘be placed in them, 

The contract was let to the Library 


Bureau Company, of Boston, Mass., the | 
entire work to be done for $6,970. The | 


appropriation made by the legtsluture for 
this work was only $6,000, but it was 
not known at that time that the floor 
would have to be strengthened before 
the shelving could be put fn. The cost 
of strengthening the floor and tinting the 
walls of the library, 
be done under this contract, 
about $1,000 or more, so that the shelves 
will be procured for less than the amount 
of the appropriation. 

Bids for this work were called for 
some time ago, and three or four were 
submitted, but none of them were satis- 
factory. They did not include many 
things that were needed. These bids 
were all rejected and new. bids were ad- 
vertised for. 


Plans Made by Branch. 

Governor Terrell then secured the ser- 
vices of Professor T. P. Branch, civil 
engineer at the Technological school, 
who prepared plans for the shelving, and 
whe also ascertained wpon investigation 
that the floor would have to be strength- 
ened in order to stand the strain. As 
a result of the report of Professor 
Branch the contract was let to include 
the entire work, which will necessitate, 
among other things, the placing of a 
new pillar under the library floor. The 
legislature will be asked to make an ap- 
propriation at its coming sesejson to make 
up the difference between the appropria- 
tion and the amount of the oonffract, 

The new shelving will occupy the en- 
tire eastern end of the state library 
quarters. It is as handsome shelving 
as could be procured. There were bids 
for cheaper work, but upon considera- 
tion it was not found to be satistactory, 
and the governor and those associated 
with him in conference over the matter, 
including State Librarian C. J. Well- 
born, the assistant librarian, Mrs. Maude 
Berker Cobb, and Associate Justice Bev- 
erly D. Evans, chairman of the supreme 
court library committee, decided it was 
the best policy to take the best work 
that wags offered. 

These new stacks and shelving will 
make room in the state library for about 
40,000 more volumes. The stacks will 
be two stories in height and will con- 
tain all the space that will be needed 
by the state for several yearg to come.

“It seems to me, and there are many 
others of the same mind, that the cli- 
mate, soil and conditions in this country 
are sinyply ideal for the raising of fine 
poultry, fine stock and the dairy busi- 
ness. I am going to make investigations 
in this particular, as are many of my 
associates in the party. While few of 
us Knew each other when we got on 
this train, which has been running as 
a second section to one of the regular 
scheduled trains, it did not take us any 
time to get acquainted for we were all 
of one mind. I think one of the great 
‘bugaboos’ of the south has been the 
negro. Thanks to the northern press, 
we were inclined to think that life in 
the rural settlements was unsafe, be- 
cause these colored people had been 80 
inistreated that they were ready to turn 
any time and wreck their vengeance on 
the whites with rapine, murder and 
bloodshed. Lately we have learned bet- 
ter. Besides, there have been a great 
many negroes who have gone north and 
those who have sympathized with them 
so tenderly at a distance have had a 
great revulsion and revolution of feeling 
when brought into personal contact. We 
wree talking about this on the train 
and there were many of us who, be- 
cause of this sympathy, had hHfred negro 
helpers on our farms in fhe north. [It 
didn't take any time for us to learn 
that they were shiftless, irresponsible 


}and totally incapable of bettering them- 


selves or the country in which they hap- 
pened to be located. Finally, we farm- 
ers in the north decided that we would 
Save ourselves from having the solution 
of a negro problem on our hands by not 
having the negro. That's why we are 
not coming into this part of the country 
with any such sentiments as we once 
had. 


Another Rush Next Year. 


“As I said whefore, I believe that in 
the next year or two there will be the 
same rush into the south as there was 
to the middle west and then the far 
west when the booms were on in those 
sections, and there are a lot of us who 
want to get in first and have the chance 
of picking out the best opportunities.” 

The members of this party, which ar- 
rived early yesterday morning, will 
spend some two weeks or more in look- 
ing over the ground in the wirégrass 
section and Florida, and will then re- 
turn on regular trains rather than in 
a body, as some of the members wish 
to spend a month or more in making 
their investigations.

Cake—This 
It is a pound 
cake baked in loaf size, In a heart- 
shaped tin, and iced smoothliv all over 
with white icing, with the faintest pink 
tint. With the pastry tube form roses 
around the edge in different shades of 
pink; they look well graduated, the light- 
est pink roses at the top, with deepen- 
ing tints toward the bottom of the heart. 
Before the icing is put on, the cake 
should be cut into as many pieces 4» 
there will be guests, and a tiny roll of 
paper inserted in each slice. Each pa- 
per contains the half of a couplet, and 
the one who draws the other half will 
be partner in some game after supper. 
No trace of the cake being cut shows 
the smooth icing, and jit being 
soft, the pieces fall apart aa if by 
magic when the hostess serves it.

Cupid Sandwiches—Bake angel food or 
other plain cake in a thin sheet.

Psyche’s Mixture—Cut a fresh pineap- 
ple into riices; 4ake out the tough center 
portion and cut the remainder of each 
slice into cubes. For each two slices, 
use a large juicy orange, peeled, and 
cut into small pieces. If a very sharp- 
edged silver fruit knife is used, the 
orange may be cut into neat pieces. Add 
a cupful of English walnut kernels, 
chopped fine. Mix lightly together and 
top each, serving with whipped cream | 
slightly sweetened. 

Fairies’ Cream—To a quart of cream, 
add a cupful of sugar and a cupful of 
candied cherries cut small. Mix these in- | 
gredients together well, and when the) 
sugar is dissolved, pour into the freezer. | 
Line a heart-shaped mold with plain va- 
nilla eream tinted a bright red with 
fruit paste. Half freeze this cream, | 
then press it smoothly against the sides 
of the mold in an even half-inch thick- 
Fill in the center with the cherry 
cream and let remain in the freezer an 
hour or so to ‘‘ripen.’’
